showed through. For a moment one could 
hear again the Red tanks rumbling into 
Budapest, the screams of the Freedom 
Fighters falling under their treads, the de- 
spairing cries for help over the free radio 
stations. For a moment the world relived 
the terrible days of October, 1956, and was 
reminded again that communism means 
brutality, cynicism, death. 


No doubt it pained Comrade Khrush- 


chev, who has been trying so hard to erase 
from men's memories the rape of Hungary, 
to order the executions of Imre Nagy and 
Pal Maleter, and to announce the grisly 
deed to the world. Certainly it destroyed 
much that he has accomplished in the last 
two years. But men who rise to power 
through ruthlessness and blood-letting dare 
not let any potential enemy gain a toehold 
from which they in turn might achieve su- 
preme power. 


Nagy (himself an old communist) and 


Maleter committed the greatest crime of 
all in communist eyes — they led a popular 
uprising Hhat proved to the world how 
spurious are communist claims of repre- 
senting "the people," but far worse, which 
threatened to bring down the entire com- 
plex power structure of the communist em- 


pire, at the pinnacle of which Comrade 
Khrushchev presently sits. 


But when the communist mask slipped, 


ours did a little too, for let us never forget 
that Nagy's and Maleter's blood is on our 
hands also. At least Khrushchev and his 
pals are less hypocritical than we; they 
make little pretense of being other than 
the bestial, amoral clods they are, at least 
they do not kid themselves about it. But 
what of the United States and the other 
free nations, who with a little boldness and 
some courage might have delivered the 
Hungarians from their ordeal and at the 
same time have won a great victory for lib- 
erty? He who stands and watches his friend 
murdered, and does nothing but shout im- 
precations at the murderer, must live his 
life out with the inner knowledge of hie 
cowardice eating away at his confidenet 
and stability. Our failure to extend a help- 
ing hand to Hungary in those desperate 
days of 1956 is something that we can never 
escape, never really forget. 


The tragedy before us is not that two 


more heads have joined the hundreds of 
thousands that have rolled by order of au- 
tocracy since civilization began: it is not 
just a tragedy of Hungary, or of Russia; it 
is one that belongs to all decent men and 
women everywhere, especially those of us 
who might have helped and didn't. 


The Spec/of Session Results 


A former state Democratic chairman 


regarded by many members of the party as 
one of its most influential philosophers re- 
cently complained that it is difficult for the 
Democrats to exploit state government is- 
sues because the state government's func- 
tions are largely of a service nature that 
do not lend themselves to partisan debate 
or disagreement. 


tt seemed to us that James Doyle was 


there making virtue of necessity. What he 
could have said, had he been completely 
candid, is that the Republicans for the last 
20 years have been running the state gov- 
ernment in such a way as to be relatively 
invulnerable to any significant attacks 
from the minority party. 


The results of the special session of the 


legislature at Madison in recent days illus- 
trate the popt well, we think. There are 
doubtless those among the citizens of Wis- 
consin who had their doubts that the mat- 
ters submitted to that session by the gov- 
ernor were exigent enough to warrant the 
trouble and the expense and the noise of a 
special legislative session. Yet the Demo- 
crats, as the only opposing party, are in a 
poor position to complain. They had been 
clamoring for a special session and the gov- 


ernor to some degree lifted his proposals 
from the demands of the minority. On the 
final roll calls, the Democrats were re- 
quired to vote for the governor's proposi- 
tions, along with the Republicans. Contrary 
to most of the special sessions of Wisconsin 
history, therefore, this one produced little 
to quarrel about before the voters in the 
succeeding campaign. 


The governor may very well point out, 


to those who doubted the validity of the 
special session emergency, that his hands 
were tied, to a degree. The idea of extend- 
ing the duration and raising the level of un- 
employment compensation benefits 
had 


been endorsed by the national administra- 
tion and the Congress, which had offered 
states money advances to manage the liber- 
alization of the program proposed. 


The Thomson administration 
would 


have been in a politically dangerous posi- 
tion had it refused to consider such policy 
changes under such circumstances. 


As it turned out, (?ov. Thomson acted 


promptly. The Wisconsin amendments will 
be the first among the states of the country 
to become effective. To the extent that 
these changes are needed to relieve hard- 
ship, they came with admirable speed. 


The Place of the Salesman 


"People are tired of not being sold. If 


we sell to the 92 per cent now employed, 
the other 8 per cent will be called back to 
work!" 


That is the message being spread across

Here is where the 
National Sales Crusade comes in. The sales- 
man is entitled to look upon himself as the 
very key to the largest part of our present 
economic problem. 


A well-known psychologist calls sales- 


men the sparkplugs of civilization. They 
are the force that opens people's minds to 
new needs and thus creates markets for 
new products. Much of this nation's pros- 
perity has been due to the driving force of 
the salesman. Salesmanship will not cure 
the recession alone. But it will go a long 
way toward curing it. Thus salesmen are 
entitled to look upon themselves as cru- 
saders who are providing an important part 
of the leadership of the 92 per cent of the 
employed persons who alone can put the 8 
per cent back on the job.

An editorial in the Catho- 


lic 
Register 
has 
rightly 


pointed out the vast differ- 
ence between moral values 
as interpreted by the courts 
and by our ideas of what is 
truly right. But this must 
be 
constantly 
maintained 


simply because moral val- 
ues, except very basic ones, 
differ so widely among re- 
ligions, regions and individ- 
uals. As we have said be- 
fore, some methods of birth 
control are morally wrong 
to one church, while intoxi- 
cating beverages 
in any 


form are deemed sinful to 
others. Movements to for- 
ward integration are cer- 
tainly likely to incite vio- 
lence 
in the south, while 


fluoridation has led to riots 
in other areas. Churches or 
other groups may certainly 
restrict their own member- 
ship from viewing certain 
shows or reading 
certain 


books. Nor should there be 
any objection to ordinances 
which permit "adult only" 
tags on movies or books or 
magazines. Our public li- 
braries have almost always 
limited some material to 
ago groups. 


But the outright banning 


of questionable material is 
something that ihould be 


left to the conservative opin- 
ion of the courts. It may be 
that the fact that the courts 
usually have leaned in favor 
of tolerance of unpopular 
opinions that arouses the 
howls for some other form 
of censorship.

supreme 


court decision declared un- 
constitutional a New York 
statute which prohibited the 
dissemination of printed ma- 
terial "devoted to the pub- 
lication . . . of criminal 
news . . ." or which incited 
"violent and d e p r a v e d 
c r i m e s against a per- 
son ..." a decision appar- 
ently unrecognized by Gov. 
Thomson or members of 
Wisconsin's leg i s l a t u r e 
when they wrote into law a 
similar 
statute 
outlawing 


crime comic books. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, speaking 
to a far more censorship- 
minded court some years 
earlier said "I think we 
should be eternally vigilant 
against attempts to check 
the expression of opinions 
that we loathe and believe 
to be fraught with death —" 


In speaking against legal 


or coercive censorship we 
may appear to be on the side 
of the Brigclte Bardots and 
the Grace Met a 1 i o u s e s 
whose real tragedy is not 
the sordid, graphic scenes 
they portray but the despair 
and 
disturbed 
frame 
of 


mind which instigated them. 
But we have enduring faith 
that the United States can 
withstand such onslaughts 
on morality and decent liv- 
ing. We have faith that it 
can 
likewise 
endure 
the 


pressures from those who 
would censor and inadvert- 
ently but surely destroy our 
liberty. Risk must always 
be a prime element in de- 
mocracy.
